he checks this out with his top management. X explained that we were anxious to 
comply with the spirit of the Presidential directive and that we felt the most 
economical way to do this was to lease a limousine from General Motors at the 
going price even though this might cause General Motors to be out of pocket. 

3. I agreed to confirm my request in writing, and Mr. Riggs agreed to 
let me know their decision as soon as possible. I believe that he was impressed 
with my security argument, and 1 think we may have some chance of getting the 
limousine.
